Yet. this behavior 
can be greatly reduced bv apply­ 
ing substances that 
inhibit 
the 
flow of milk to the dog's mam­ 
mary glands. When the hormone 
prolactin, which induces the flow 
of milk, is injected into ‘rejecting’ 
mother rats they seem to become 
quite maternal. It would appear 
that hormones are extremely im­ 
portant in producing a ‘maternal 
instinct.* 
Intellect Not Inherent 
Very recent experiments in in­ 
telligence indicate that it isn't in­ 
telligence that we inherit but some 
of the factors that go to make it 
up. F o r instance, some of us in­ 
herit a generally faster respond­ 
ing nervous system. We respond 
and nick up information m o r e 
quickly 
and 
become 
generally 
more a l e r t . These fast firing 
brains seem to be able to sort out 
incoming information at a faster 
clip. 
# 
We have discovered that a com­ 
ponent of the glial cells in the 
brain known as ribonucleic acid 
(R N A ) greatly 
Iffects 
memory. 
There are hereditary differences 
in this RNA as well as learned 
differences. This would mean that 
memory, which is a factor in in­ 
telligence can have a hereditary 
component and that 
also t h i s 
memory ability can be increased 
or decreased by such things as 
alterations in nutrition or because 
of social experience. 
What is becoming clear is that 
we are born with certain minute 
differences in chemical and ner­ 
vous make up and that these dif­ 
ferences determine to an extent 
how we react to our experiences. 
These experiences in turn actually 
alter our chemical and nervous 
makeup, and so it goes throughout 
our lives.

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Only YO U Can Keep It Merry 


Grim figures released this week by the 
California Highway Patrol carry the pre­ 
diction that almost 100 persons will die in 
highway tragedies during the next two week­ 
ends. 
As w as the case at the end of 1960, 
two 7S-hour weekends will close 1961 and 
start 1962. Based on statistics and anticipated 
highway traffic, CHP officials foresee 60 
deaths on OOifomia's highways in the per­ 
iod which starts Friday afternoon and ends 
late Monday and 39 dead in the correspond­ 
ing period during the New' Years holiday. 
Christmas fell on a Sunday last sear 
and therefore Monday, the 26th, was ob­ 
served as a holiday. In the 78 hours be­ 
tween 6 p.m. Friday, Dec 23, and midnight, 
Monday, Dec. 26, 56 were killed, statewide, 
on the highways. Of these 42 were killed in 
unincorporated areas where the speed was 
greater, and 14 within cities. 
During the New Year holiday, 46 were 
killed on the state’s highways during the 
three-day weekend which started this year. 
Office Christmas parties and New Years 
Eve celebrants, the CHP report indicated, 
were responsible for manv of the deaths on 
the highways during both long weekends 
last year. During the Christmas weekend the 
Patrol arrested 282 for drunk driving vio­ 
lations and over the New Year holiday, cited 
£11 for driving while intoxicated. 
Strenuous action to prove the estimates 
of this sear's holiday toll wrong is being 
planned by the CHP. Even’ member of the 
force from the Oregon border to the Mex­ 
ican line, who is available for duty, w ill he 
or, the road during the two holiday periods. 
The patrolmen have been given special in­ 
structions to watch for the two moving vio­ 
lations which cause the most wrecks — 
drunken driving and excessive speed. 
But the CHP feels that it will take more 
than increased vigilance and added enforce­ 


ment emphasis which they can bring to bear 
to hold the grim figures below the estimates. 
It will also demand the motoring pub­ 
lic’s commitment to display mature conduct 
on the highway said Bradford M. Critten­ 
den, highway commissioner. 
December leads all other months of the 
year in fatal accidents and others of lesser 
seriousness, statistics show. There are many 
factors which enter into this higher toll. 
Traffic is heavier during a holiday period 
such as Christmas and New Year’s Day, 
weather in the winter time provides an ad­ 
ded hazard, drivers are preoccupied with 
holiday plans, too many are in a hurry, im­ 
patient to reach their destinations. And the 
tcrrtptation to celebrate with alcoholic bev­ 
erages is greater. 
Warnings such as this seem futile. Those 
w ho arc accident-prone, who lapse into care­ 
lessness, the thoughtless motorists, the man 
who thinks he can hold his liquor better 
than anyone else, scoff and either do not 
read or they do not heed, the warnings of 
what may lie in the immediate future. The 
defensive driver who proceeds with an aware­ 
ness of all possible conditions which could 
cause an accident, does not need the w arr­ 
ing. 
It is for the in-between class that the 
warning is needed, to remind them that at this 
time of year the chance that they’ll meet 
with an accident is greater than at any other 
time. 
Not only are the chances for an ac­ 
cident greater but an accident on a holiday 
lingers longer in the memory through as­ 
sociation with a season which should be 
merry and happy. 
Most important of all, to prove the 
predictions wrong, is to drive legally. Since 
violations cause accidents, your greatest con­ 
tribution to highway safety is continuing 
compliance with traffic laws — whether a 
patrol car is in sight or not. 


Life Is Becoming More Complex 


The constitutional rights of the school 
children will be protected during the Christ­ 
mas season according to word from the ad­ 
ministration of our school system. The state 
law, enacted for that purpose, prohibits the 
practice of religion in the schools as out­ 
lined in live separation of church and state. 
The present turmoil was stirred up by 
a mistaken report that a district attorney 
in a northern county had issued an order 
banning the singing o? Christmas carols in 
t h ' schools. He was quoted as saying the 
carols would violate state law. 
But, just as there was an unneccessary 
fuss over a misinterpretation of a law about 
rreqing the Pledge of Allegiance in th e 
schools, this ruling also was declared garbled 
and the district attorney in question, denied 
having issued such an order. The report, 
however, started a new debate. 


HOLMES ALEXANDER: 


The furor aroused over the singing of 
Christmas carols, however, goes on and it 
could be carried to such an extreme that 
teachers would be hard put to decide just 
what can be taught 
For instance, how about our Thanks­ 
giving holiday? To whom would we give 
thanks on that day? And the singing of 
“America?” Would Lincoln’s Gettysburg ad­ 
dress with its reference to God be banned? 
Jefferson’s Creator in the Declaration of In­ 
dependence? And the Star Spangled Ban­ 
ner. fourth stanza, "And this be our motto, 
in God is our trust." 
Which brings up a financial crisis. How 
aMut our money with "In God We Trust? 
O í course, the children in school would not 
be involved in the money question but its 
a thought. 


Killer Airplanes Seldom Ever Die 


WASHINGTON. D C.—“ Killer 
airlines" seldom die. They change 
their names but not their na­ 
ture* and ofien they go back in­ 
to business with the same men in 
the front offices, the flight lines 
and the cockpits. Before very 
long there is another airplane 
catastrophe, killing from 50 to 80 
civilians militar> personnel or 
military dependents, .and rarely 
does anybody state the reason 
why. 
Yet there is a special reason 
why although the basic reason 
is of course, that flying has in­ 
herent risks—as do all other form 
of motion The reason behind all 
but a few. unavoidable, law-of- 
a ver age plane r rashes is lack of 
financial stability ond re«*ponsi- 
biiiry of the companies which op­ 
erate the planes. 
This is not to say that only 
big. rich companies should be al­ 
lowed to operate air ervices. 
Far from that. Some of the big, 
rich companies occasionally have 
a lapse of conscience or vigilance, 
also They neglect to equip their 
planes with the latest air safety 
devices or they overinvest in a 
bad plane and won’t adm it it. 
As sure as shooting, a disaster 
will follow. No, the criterion is 
not wealth and prominence in air­ 
line compamev—it is a sense of 
rwpomibilify which c a u s e s a 
firm large or small, to operate 
within its financia' resource». 
So Many Proofs 
There are many tragic proofs 


of this thesis that it is unfair to 
mention past offenders by name 
without mentioning all offender^ 
—which is impossible. But the 
way to prevent recurrence of 
preventable accidents is for Con­ 
gress to give the government bet­ 
ter legislation with sharper teeth, 
and fcr the government agencies 
to apply the laws without fear or 
favor. 
At this writing. Congress has 
been remiss. Last session, the ose 
been remiss. Last session, t h e 
Senate passed an air policy bill 
by Senator Monronev which was 
thought bv many to be too lax 
on the independent airlines. The 
House passed a stricter bill by 
Congressman John Bell Williams. 
The two bills went into a Senate- 
House Conference a n d never 
emerged. It is the duty of the 
87th Congress to come up with a 
law which protects the p u b l i c 
(not just business interests, labor 
unions, pilots' associations and in­ 
dividuals! before some makehift 
legislation expires in March. 
The government has been re­ 
miss. The < tvil Aeronautics Board 
(CAB) is charged with passing 
on the financial ability of a l l 
route-traveling and supplemental 
(formerly non-scheduled) airlines. 
But there are supplemental lines 
which everybody in the business 
knows to be financially infirm. 
They own few. sometimes no 
planes of their own. but lease 
them when able to wrangle a 


/light contract. These companies 
do not have the money to pay for 
fuel, except on a flight-to-ilight 
basis. Much less are they able to 
pay 
for expensive replaement 
parts. They are not very choosy 
about their pilots and crews. The 
case histories on file at the 
CAB make scandalous reading. 
Something over a year ago an 
Oakland (Cal ) college football 
squad was killed at Toledo by a 
pilot who was appealing the sus­ 
pension of his license and whom 
the company permitted to fly pas­ 
sengers after allegedly firing him. 
As the case history reads, the 
pilot did not feel he could obli­ 
gate the company to hire a bus 
to return the boys to a hotel, 
and for that reason seemingly de­ 
cided to take off in zero-zero 
weather. Financial insecurity was 
the root of the disaster, yet the 
CAB allowed th\? company to 
stay in business One whole class 
of contract carriers—known as 
part 45 carriers—do not have to 
prove financial stability at all. 
One Hal) Pilot Error 
The Federal Aviation Agency 
(FAA) certifies all planes and 
and pilots. Close to one-half of 
the plane accidents occur from 
pilot error, which suggests that 
this is an area for a lot more 
work. Not long ago a U. S. Sena­ 
tor defended the right of an 
epileptic to fly as a private pilot 
in the crowded air.

While g r i p i n g about some 
things that are done at this sea­ 
son to upset age-old traditions 
like getting Christmas trees that 
match the decor of the room or 
your eyes, there are very few 
Christmas cards which descend 
to the low humor of the valen­ 
tines we used to hide in teachers 
desks when they weren’t looking. 


WHAT I MEAN is that com­ 
ic’’ Christmas cards are prac­ 
tically nil. 1 haven’t seen one 
for years although on rare occa­ 
sion I still get an insulting card 
on Feb. 14. Insulting, that is, if 
I didn't know the sender so well.’ . 
It’s his way of showing he likes 
me. 
But not at this time of year 
when everyone shouts be m erry, 
not mean. 


I FOUND OUT the reason mail 
carriers are staggering around 
their routes toting heavy bags of 
well wishes is because in 1843 
an Englishman named Henry 
Cole was too tired or too lazy to 
write to his friends wishing them 
a M erry Christmas. 
So he hired a printer to print 
up a batch of greetings for him 
and thus. 118 years later, pro­ 
vided work for many people as 
extra clerks at post offices. 


CHRISTMAS CARDS gradually 
became m ore decorative and de­ 
signing and printing them be­ 
came big business. 
It took ten years for the idea 
of clogging the December mail 
with greeting cards to cross the 
Atlantic and the first American 
Christmas card was sent in 1853. 
None of the early cards car­ 
ried a religious motif until an 
Irishman started it in Belfast in 
1875 It wasn't until 15 years later 
that America caught on and you 
could buy religious Christmas 
cards m America. 


However, the first greeting 
card ever printed was a New 
Y ear's card from an old wood­ 
cut in 1490. And it took 453 years 
before the idea really caught on. 
The above reveals research in 
depth.

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W hat’s life really like for the 
Duke and Duchess of Windsor0 
On the 25th anniversary of King 
E d w a r d V IH 's unforgettable 
speech renouncing the throne for 
“The Woman 1 Love," famed 
reporter Bob Considine visited 
them at their country home out­ 
side Paris. Following is the sec­ 
ond article of a series providing 
an unprecedented closeup of the 
couple. 
THE WINDSORS SPEAK- 
25 YEARS LATER 
By BOB CONSIDINE 
PARIS—The Duchess of Wind­ 
sor’s 1957 Cadillac nuzzled to the 
curb on the Vendóme side of the 
Ritz. The chauffeur put my bag 
and beat-up typewriter into the 
yawning trunk, and the Duchess 
reached a hand out from the rear 
seat where she was bundled un­ 
der a thick car blanket And off 
we went through a coid clammy 
Paris. 
“ The Duke is actually playing 
golf in this weather,” she said of 
the man who gave up the throne 
of Great Britain for her. these 
25 years ago. “ He’s playing with 
a couple of boys who can be 
hardly 30 or 35. It seems fool­ 
hardy to me, but, then. I don't 
plav golf.” 
The Duke is 67. They were both 
well, the Duchess replied when 
asked. But it had been a difficult 
year for them. He’d lost the 
young British accountant who 
was so adept at helping them 
keep their financial a f f a i r s 
straight, and the Duchess’ long­ 
time secretary abruptly quit. 
Delay U.S. Visit 
“ He had a wife and four small 
children in London, and the wife 
couldn't see bis spending three 
weeks out of every month with 
us.” the Duchess explained in her 
perfect diction. "As for the sec­ 
retary. she simply got married ” 
What with that and other profv 
lems the Windsors will not come 
to the U.S. in February as usual 
Thev are aiming now at April, 
and will stay in New York until 
summer. 
“ I am sorry you won't see our 
place with the flowers out.” the 
Duchess said as we left Paris for 
the gay-green countryside. “ We 
call if The Mill. It was built in 
the 1600s and remodeled in 1730. 
The agent didn't want to snow it 
to me. Got me halfway out here 
and tried to turn around and 
drive back to town. That was 
1952. 
“ It was almost as grim as he 
made it sound—no bathrooms and 
otherwise in a pretty terrible 
state. But the Duke loved it on 
first sight. He liked the space— 
It’s 20 acres—and the w ater run­ 
ning through it He works better, 
thinks clearer, out here, and we 
can make it in 20 minutes from 
the place we bought from the 
government in the Bois de Bou­ 
logne. 
“ We fixed if up nicely. T think 
you’ll agree You’ll be sleeping 
in what was the cow barn ” 
The car in time slowed to a 
stop in front of the rustic and 
somewhat tattered wooden gate, 
the entrance to The Mill 
“ Well this is it.’’ she said. “ The 
Duke lived in palaces all his life 
but he loves this best of all. I 
lived in something less than pal­ 
aces, a lot leas, come to think of 
It But never mind, here we are. 
If the Duke likes it here, I like 
it here.” 
The gafa was opened by a raw- 
jawed farm er’s wife type, reveal­ 
ing a pleasant cobbled court sur­ 
rounded by low-slung buildings 
that had been used in the milling 
of grain in the Elizabethan age. 
A M ercury station wagon was be­ 
ing unloaded before the main 
lodge. 
No Corpse Here 
“The Duke's hark from his 
golf,” she said as we drove up 
to the door, whose polished ship’s, 
bell is that of the racing cutter 
Britannia *ailed by Edward VII 
and George V 
We stepped into the attractive 
entrance and onto an ancient Lat­ 
in-inscribed marble grave cover­ 
ing 
(The Duke later explained that 
during the French Revolution 
there was a lot of grave robbing 
and use of the 
marble for floor­ 
ing. 
No corpse 
under ours, how­ 
ever. he added) 
When tea was done, the Duch­ 
ess retired to the disarrav of a 
half-completed jigsaw puzzle at a 
de*k on one side of the room 
and the Duke and I sat across 
the room and began a meander­ 
ing interview that was to last, 
off and on. until the following aft­ 
ernoon. 
The Duke had mentioned during 
tea that “telephone” (AT&T) 
was up a fraction, so while we 
taked finance he was asked 
if it were true that he is still * 
beneficiary of the royal family’s 
budget 
“ I never got a nickel.” he said 
and knocked down the story'th*1 
he had inherited Queen Alexan­ 
d ra’s jewels. 
He is comfortably fixed, he said 
from investments made before 
and after his abdication. He 
would like to sell his 4 000-acre 
ranch in Canada, which he has 
not seen in 10 years. A young­ 


er man, when Prince of Walea 
and surely the most eligible bach­ 
elor on earth, he used to visit it 
4 
under the pseudonym of Baron 
Renfrew. 
“ Those incognito names don’t 
mean anything except that offi­ 
cials of the place one visits don’t 
have tq give you any recognition 
if they don’t want to." the Duke, 
who never travels that way any 
more, recalled. 
“ I don’t know when It started 
—this incognito business. My 
grandfather used to call himself 
the Duke of Lancaster when he 
traveled as King. Didn’t mean * 
thing. The officials always cam e 
out anyway. I was the Earl of 
Chester befofe World W ar I when 
I was sent to France to learn 
French.” 
The Duke paused. 
“ I didn’t learn much French,* 
he added. 
How was his golf? 
“ Ho. that.” he shrugged. “I re­ 
member the old one about the 
golfer who was asked what his 
handicap was and he replied, 
‘me.’ That’s pretty much my own 
story. I must be an 18 handicap 
right now. But I remem ber that 
once I had a 75. 
The Duke, almost as omnivor­ 
ous a newspaper reader as the 
Duchess said he had been follow­ 
ing as closely as possibly the 
British soul-searching over the 
advisability of joining the Euro­ 
pean Common M arket. 
“ It’s very advantageous for 
Great Britain to go in." he said. 
“ A lot of old-fashioned British 
firms are griping, but they’ll just 
have to get up on their toe» 
again. 
"When I was in London recent­ 
ly for some shooting—the Duchess 
did some Christmas shopping — 
was surprised to learn how m any 
factories are being held up by 
the tariff walls of the Common 
Market. Your country might feel 
the same pinch soon.

based on "supply m anagem ent” 
plans to control production of sur* 
plus crops—especially grains—and 
to turn millions of acres of crop­ 
land into grass, woodlands, and 
recreation areas. 
Freem an’s plans, most of them 
designed to take effect beginning 
in 1963, would keep net farm in­ 
come at or slightly above cur­ 
rent levels. 


The plans were 
prepared by

—A continuation of donations of 
food to the needy at home and 
use of food to build the economies 
of newly developing 
nations at 
current high levels. A food stamp 
program, currently being tested in 
eight localities, would be expand­ 
ed to cover an estim ated four mil­ 
lion persons by 1967.
